was served, (E) an identity of a server that chose the ad, and (F) a digital signature 
generated based on the other ad properties included in the click URL." as stated in 
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Art Unit: 2441 

claims 1,10, 20, and 29. These limitations, in conjunction with other limitations in the 
independent claims, are not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the prior art 
of record. A review of claims 1 , 4-1 0, 1 9, 20, 23-29, and 38 indicated claims 1 , 4-1 0, 
19, 20, 23-29, and 38 are allowable over the prior art of record.
